As strange as it may sound, during 
the past week the moral pressure has in= 
creased for the Soviet Union to show & 
more humane face on alf fronts, to state 
its willingness not to shoot down civi«

present concessions in Geneva.

A smaller Bundeswehr would also 
trigger a chain reaction among Germa- 
ny’s Nato partners: 

“A restriction in the German armed 
forces’ forward defence capacity might 
lead to similar tendencies among allied 
armies."In foreign policy terms a smaller 
Bundeswehr would considerably affect 
the Vieana MBFR troop cut talks, cons- 
tituting a unilateral reduction of Nato 
manpower in the area to which talkş 

apply. 

The Warsaw Pact would not need to 
make the slightest concession in return, 
while the existing conventional imba- 
lance would be even more drastically to 
the Warsaw Pact's advantage. 

What that would mean politically .is 
self-evident, which is why it is largely 
up to the politicians to decide whether 
the course of events outlined above is 
bound to happen in this way.
